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Trade  Surplus  Down  -  January’s 
agricultural  trade  surplus  totaled  $1 .6 
billion,  1 0  percent  less  than  December, 
but  about  the  same  as  last  January.  The 
surplus  for  October  1 992  to  January 
1 993  totaled  $7.3  billion,  2  percent  more 
than  the  same  period  of  fiscal  year  1992 
(table  3). 

Exports  Slip  -  January  exports  totaled 
$3.7  billion,  about  3  percent  less  than 
December.  Vegetable  oil  exports 
advanced  after  slowing  for  two  months. 
Beef  exports  dropped  sharply  to  $136 
million.  Fruit  and  vegetable  exports 
declined  for  a  second  month,  but 
shipments  through  4  months  of  fiscal 
1 993  were  almost  the  same  as  last  year. 
Unmanufactured  tobacco  exports  fell  23 
percent  to  $120  million.  October- 
January  exports  totaled  $15.5  billion,  3 
percent  above  the  same  period  last  year. 

Wheat  exports  totaled  3  m  illion  tons  in 
January,  the  same  as  the  previous 
month,  but  1 6  percent  less  than  a  year 
ago.  The  largest  shipments  went  to 
Pakistan  at  over  400,000  tons,  followed 
by  the  former  Soviet  Union  at  31 0,000 
tons,  and  China  at  255,000  tons.  India 
received  200,000  tons.  Exports  to  Egypt 
fell  substantially  to  135,000  tons.  Wheat 
exports  for  October-January  totaled 
nearly  12.6  million  tons,  8  percent  less 
than  a  year  ago. 

Corn  exports  fell  to  3.9  million  tons,  but 
were  stronger  than  last  January. 
Shipments  to  most  major  destinations 
were  lower,  with  the  sharpest  drop  to  the 
former  Soviet  Union,  at  only  139,000 
tons.  Exports  dipped  to  1.4  million  tons 
to  Japan,  and  360,000  tons  to  Taiwan. 
Shipments  rose  to  South  Africa,  at 
310,000  tons.  Iran  and  Poland  each 
received  over  200,000  tons.  Corn 
exports  for  October-January  totaled  1 6.7 
million  tons,  29  percent  larger  than  last 
year. 

Grain  sorghum  exports  totaled  nearly 
826,000  tons  in  January,  a  small  decline 
from  December.  Almost  51 0,000  tons 
were  shipped  to  Mexico,  and  270,000 
tons  to  Japan.  Israel,  Poland,  and 
Turkey  each  received  small  shipments. 
October-January  exports  were  2.5  million 
tons,  about  the  same  as  last  year. 


Soybean  exports  rebounded  21  percent 
from  December  to  2.4  million  tons,  and 
were  stronger  than  a  year  ago.  The  EC 
purchased  over  1 .5  million  tons,  as  it 
continued  to  import  U.S.  soybeans  to 
meet  its  crush  demand.  Taiwan 
increased  purchases  to  225,000  tons, 
while  exports  to  Japan  were  lower  at 
276,000  tons.  October-January  exports 
totaled  9.4  million  tons,  11  percent 
ahead  of  a  year  ago. 

Cotton  exports  declined  6  percent  to 
1 1 9,000  tons,  and  were  much  lower  than 
previous  January  shipments.  Exports 
rose  to  Mexico  at  15,000  tons,  while 
shipments  to  Japan  and  Indonesia 
remained  at  December’s  level.  Exports 
to  Korea  dropped  to  18,000  tons. 
October-January  exports  totaled  nearly 
400,000  tons,  28  percent  less  than  a 
year  earlier. 

Imports  Rise  -  January  imports  rose  3 
percent  over  December  to  $2.1  billion, 
and  were  4  percent  higher  than  a  year 
ago.  Seasonal  shipments  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  advanced  to  about  $140 
million  and  $270  million,  respectively. 
January  fruit  imports  were  lower  than  last 
year,  but  vegetable  imports  were  27 
percent  higher.  Grain  and  feed  imports 
slowed  for  the  first  time  in  several 
months,  but  were  still  higher  than  last 
year’s  level,  Noncompetitive  imports 
topped  the  $500  million  level  for  the  first 
time  since  March,  due  to  seasonal 
demand  for  cocoa,  and  strong  imports  of 
rubber  and  allied  gums.  Imports  for 
October-January  totaled  $8.2  billion,  5 
percent  ahead  ofThe  same  period  last 
year.  (Joel  Greene,  202-219-0822) 


Fiscal  Year  1993  Forecast  -  Exports 
are  projected  to  reach  $42.5  billion,  $1 
billion  higher  than  forecast  in  December 
1 992  due  to  improved  prospects  for 
wheat,  corn,  and  soybeans.  The  export 
volume  of  bulk  commodities  is  expected 
to  increase,  while  lower  prices  will 
reduce  their  value.  High-value  exports 
will  advance,  pushing  U.S.  exports 
upward.  Imports  are  forecast  $500 
million  higher,  at  $24.5  billion,  and  the 
trade  surplus  will  be  about  $18  billion.
